One of tha threa, named Ma- 
Con a el I, whose term will expire on the 3d 
ot Maroh next, is endeavoring to acquire 
notoriety on the railroad question. As a 
•tart on the road to fame he has introduced 
a bill to provide for the settlement ot the 
indebtedness of the Union and Central 
Pacific Bailroads to the Government. The 
bill direct i the Attorney General to com- 
mcnoi proceedings against the roads for 
the forfeiture of their charters and all other 
privileges conferred by the Government, 
and directs the Secretary of the Treasury 
to prepare legal tender notes to the amount 
of 9250,000,000 to pay the indebtedness of 
the companies. The Secretary is also au- 
thorized to advertise immediately after the 
property passes over to the Government 
for bids to lease the roads for fifty year*, at 
an annual rental of not less than $5,000, 
000. 


Of course there is not the remotest pos- 


sibility of the bill becoming a law, but 
Senator HcConnell will go back to Idaho, 
and doubtless pose as the greatest anti 
railroad man and champion of the people 
that ever entered the National Capital, and 
possibly a few ot the solons of the StUe 
Legislature may express regret that, by 
reason »£ their having elected a third Sen- 
ator in auiicip it.on of a vacancy, they can- 
not return him to the Senate. 


Now the bill which the Idaho Senator 


introduced means the payment by the 
Government of the indebtedness of the 
Union aud Central Pacing Railroads se- 
cured by fir*t mortgage, that i» $16,000 
per mile in tho valleys, $32,000 per nine 
in the foothills and $48,000 per mile in tha 
mountains. The roads were built ia war 
times when labor and material were high 
and cost much more than they could b 
duplicated for to-day and it will be cheap 
for the Government to bu Id new roads 
across the contmf nt than to pay the iu 
debtudoess of the Union and Central Pa 
oifioand assume control of them. 


Probably Mr. MoCoanell is acting in th

nual report favor B a State Board of Equali- 
zation and dieoasaes the subject as follows: 


"California bus suoh a law and it seems 


to work well. lu 1890 its assessed valua- 
tion of property per capita wag $923 21, 
while ia oar State it was only $556 40. 
Thin shows the effect of some influence 
operating ia California, in assessing prdp- 
erty, that does not prevail here, and it ia 
believed to result from the enforcement of 
this taw. 


"Hud Nevada property b en assessed in 


1890 in amount proportionate to the as- 
sessment of California, the aeBesgment roll 
for that year would have amounted to 
$10,923,129 67, instead of $24,633.384 67; 
•nd a lax rats of 54.25 cents oa tbe hun- 
dred dollars would have produced the same 
•mount ns did the 90-cent rate. It coat 
California about 5 ppr cent, for assessing 
and collecting taxes, and this State over 9% 
per oect. 
Witb the same percentage of 


cost as in California, a tax rate of 51.67 
cents could have been substituted for 54,24 
cents, and the net result wonld have been 
the same. 


"To illustrate further: A ranch in Ne- 


vada that in 1890 waa assessed at $20,000, 
and on which taxes were paid at a rate of 
90 cents on tbe $100— amounting to $180— 
would hnve been assessed at California at 
$33,18533, and the tax of 72,2 cents wonld 
have amounted to $239 60, or a difference 
of $59 60 in favor of Nevada. And to pro- 
duce the $239 60 California would have 
taxed the ranch, would have required a 
rata of taxation on tha Nevada valuation 
af $119 08 on the $100. 


"California's rate of taxation for tbe year 


ending June 30, 1890, was 72 2 cents, and 
Nevada's witb like valuations, wag 54 24 
oenta, or nearly 18 cents lower on the $100 
than California's; and with the same per- 
centage of cost of assessing and collecting, 
it would have been about 20% cents lower. 


' All this is not a bad showing for Ne- 


vada in the way of taxation, but it shows 
the need of some mode of assessment and 
equalization of values, so that the tax rate 
can be reduced from 90 cents to eoine 
9gure that, while producing an cqocl 
amount of revenue, will not seem »o apull- 
iug, and that will stop the hue and cry of 
'oar enormous rate of taxation.' which has 
been conticuoasly sounded by misguided 
parties until it has reached Ihe uttermost 
bounds of Christendom, and turned from 
us all favorably disposed immigration and 
capital. 


"The remedy is with tbe Legislature, 


and it is hoped that effective application 
will be made by that honorable ct its com- 
ing session."

FRISCO'S FREE BATHS. 


The Flrat D»y'» B»thln« to the Tahi 


Provided by Millionaire lick. 


It was very evident that the public wa» 


not unaware of the hour at which the 
lack free baths were to be opened, as at 
1 o'clock that day large crowds were be- 
fore the entrance of the building on 
Tenth street, near Howard. From this 
time on until the baths were closed at 7 
o'clock the attendants had their hands 
quite full in caring for the patrons and 
visitors. Men, women, boys and girls 
were all there, and the respectability of 
the class of people who benefited by the 
generosity of the great philanthropist 
was particularly noticeable. 


In less than half an hour after the 


opening of the baths the men's depart- 
ment was completely filled, and the large 
waiting room had from thirty to forty 
in it awaiting their turn, while the cor- 
ridor leading from this room to the bath 
rooms was filled as well. The depart- 
ment for the opposite sex was not so 
well patronized at the start, but was 
fully filled, and those who did accept 
of the advantages offered were of the 
better walks of life. Women came by 
twos, mothers with their children, nurses 
with their charges, and many others 
flocked in to obtain visitors' cards with 
the evide»tiBtenlt6n'"of faking" their 


""bearings and coming again. 


In the department for males there are 


forty rooms. These are large and light, 
with walls of corrugated iron, about 8 
feet high and open at the top, for the 
free circulation of air. The whole in- 
terior is painted White, and a more 
scrupulously clean apartment could not 
be found. Each room contains a large 
tub, in which you can have either a hot 
or cold bath. Each is furnished with a 
neat table and chair, a mirror, beside 
which is suspended brush and comb, and 
at the end of the tub there is a flesh 
brush and a neat wire crate full of soap. 
Half an hour is allowed each bather. If 
a bather comes with his own towel there 
is no charge for the bath, and a blue 
ticket of admission is issued to him; if 
he requires a towel a deposit of fire 
cents is aolred, and he is provided with a 
yellow ticket, while if he must have two 
towels he is required to deposit ten 
cents, and n red ticket of admission is 
given. 


The major portion of those patronizing 


the baths asked for the yellow ticket, 
which must be returned with the towel. 
In the men's quarter is an excellent 
shower bath, but in the women's depart- 
ment there is none. There are just half 
as many rooms in these as in the men's 
quarter, and from the attendance this 
seems to be a wise provision, as the pro- 
portion of oatronage must have been 
three or four to one in favor of the males. 
A great many visitors' tickets were 
issued, and among those who applied for 
these were many prominent business 
men and many ladies who are interested 
in the welfare of the masses. The baths 
are open from 1 to 7 p. m. on every day 
except Saturday and Sunday. On Sat- 
urday they open at 1 and close at 8, while 
on Sunday they are open in the morning 
from 7 to 10. 


The baths are supplied with watei 


from an artesian well 200 feet deep with 
a capacity of 5,000 gallons an hour.— 
San Francisco Chronicle. 


Greasing Trolley Wire*. 


A somewhat singular outcome of the 


necessities of certain conditions of elec- 
tric traction has just made its appear- 
ance. In frosty weather the firm con- 
tact between the trolley wheel and the 
wire of an electric railroad is interferec 
with seriously by the formation of acoai 
of ice on the wire, and the weight of the 
wire is thus so increased as to militate 
against the safety of the overhead work 


To overcome this difficulty an ap- 


paratus has been designed for greasing 
the wire, and thus preventing the ad 
hesion of any considerable amount o: 
moisture. A frame is made to suppor 
a pan. Inside the receptacle is a whee 
or roller for taking up the grease and 
spreading it on the conductor. This 
grooved wheel is made of wood or hard 
rubber, and is covered with thick felt 
so, as to be perfectly adapted to carry up 
and smear upon the wire the contents o: 
the pan. Where a semi-liquid substanci 
is used for coating the conductor an end 
less belt or chain may be passed over the 
wheel for the purpose of carrying the 
grease.—Philadelphia Record.
